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MORTGAGE DEBENTURE COMPANIES. 
PARLIAMENT last session passed an Act enabling limited com- 
panies, on certain conditions, to issue Mortgage Debentures based 
on real security acd transferable by a simple process, and it is of 
importance to observe what is the nature of the facilities given 
by the Government, and what is likely to be their effect. 

e Act is a very cautious one, framed after much inquiry 
and discussion, and studiously guards against every sort of evil 
which might possibly be imagined to follow from such legisla- 
tion, First, it limits the nature of the company which can take 
advantage of it ; it must be a company lending only on real 
security ; and next it defines the nature of that security : it 
enacts :—‘ 5. The securities upon and in respect of which 
such mortgage debentures may be founded and issued shall be 
securities affecting property in England or Wales of the follow- 
ing descriptions :— 

(2.) Lands, messuages, hereditaments, or real property, or 
some estate or interests therein. 

(b.) Rates, dues, assessments, or impositions upon the 
Owners or occupiers of lands, messuages, heredita- 
ments, or real property, imposed by or under the 
authority of any Act of Parliament, public or 


private, Royal Charter, Commission of Sewers or 


Drainage, or other sufficient legal authority. 
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(c.) Charges upon or affecting lands, messuages, heredita- 
ments, or real property executed, made, given, or 
issued under the authority of any Act of Parlia- 
ment, public or private. 


But, from the securities described in paragraph (a.) shall- be 
excepted securities upon mines or mineral property, quarries, 
brickfields, and factories, mills, and other buildings or works 
for manufacturing purposes, and also securities upon leasehold 
estates, determinable upon a life or lives, and not renewable 
or held for a term of which, at the date of the security, less 
than fifty years shall be unexpired, or which are subject to any 
rent beyond a nominal rent or a ground rent.” 


Next, these securities are to be deposited with the office 
of land registry, established under Lord Westbury’s Act, not 
that there is of necessity to be any such investigation and 
warranty of title as that Act prescribes and affords to lands 
legitimately subject to it, but only that it may be certain 
that the mortgages have really been executed which are made 
the basis of the issue debentures. The Registrar is not to 
certify the goodness of the securities deposited with him, but 
only their existence. Next, such securities are to be valued 
by a competent person, so that their value and their existence, 
though not their legal validity, are to be ascertained by com- 
pulsory investigation. 

“Upon these securities,” the Act proceeds, “so from time to 


| time registered, the company may found and issue its mort- 


gage debentures, but so that the aggregate principal sum 
secured by all the mortgage debentures shall never exceed at 
any one time the then total amount (to be ascertained in the 
manner hereinafter provided) of the registered securities of 
the company, and also shall never exceed ten times the 
amount for the time being uncalled of its subscribed share 
capital.” All such registered securities are to be charged 
with the payment of these mortgages, and so long as they 
remain in the hands of the Registrar cannot be used for any 
other purpose, or be made the basis of any conflicting secu- 


«28. The mortgage debentures shall be for the payment 
of principal sums at a fixed time, to be named therein, not 
less than six months nor exceeding ten years from the date, 
with interest thereon in the meantime, at such rate as may 
be agfeed, payable half-yearly or otherwise ; and no mortgage 
debenture shall be issued for a less principal sum than fifty 
pounds. 

“29. The mortgage debentures shali be numbered con- 
secutively, begining with number one, and every mortgage 
debenture shall be distinguished by its appropriate number ; 
and notwithstanding the cancellation, loss, or destruction of a 
mortgage debenture, no other mortgage debenture shall bear 
the number of that so cancelled, lost, or destroyed. 

“30. There shall be endorsed upon every mortgage deben- 
ture issued under the provisions of this Act,— |

And the company is before it begins business to deposit full 
returns of its nature in the Registry Office, and while it con- 
tinues in business, to furnish quarterly accounts of all it does. 


We own that we have great doubts as the expediency of all 
these provisions and especially of the deposit of the securities 
with the Registrar under Lord Westbury’s Act. We fear that 
this registry will give an impression that the title of the lands 
registered is as good and indefeasible as that of the titles with 
which Lord Westbury’s Act is properly concerned. Holders of 
debentures will fancy that the securities deposited have a 
peculiar Parliamentary title, whereas they have no such title at 
all, and may be waste paper if the legal advisers of the com- 
pany have made an error. We see no necessity for this 
apparatus of formalities. After all these formalities, the 
security for the goodness of such debentures is the competence 
and good faith of the managers of the company, and if they 
must be trusted in the end they might as well be trusted in 
the beginning, and net have been burdened with expensive 
rules which do not detect incompetence and would not prevent 
ill faith. 

What, then, are the advantages which such a company 
offers, first to borrowers, and then to lenders? It will help 
the borrower by finding him a secure lender, who will not 
ask for his money. A common mortgagee may descend upon 
the mortgagor with a brief notice, and require his money to 
be paid when such notice has expired. But a debenture 
company will certainly not of itself disturb or move securities 
once deposited at the office; it pays a fee for every such 
removal, and it is guarded with formal expedients to protect 
the debenture holders, and therefore it is the plain interest of 
the company to let mortgagors alone as long as they wish to 
be let alone and pay their interest regularly. On the other 
hand, there is an unnecessary publicity in dealing with a 
public company and the registry of securities, which is open 
to all the world, which will certainly deter a large class of 
mortgagors from having anything to do with a lender who, so 
to speak, cannot /e/p telling what money he has lent them 
and where their deeds are. 

Next as to lenders. These companies offer to a capitalist a 
very simple, and if the company be well managed, a very good 
form of security without the least trouble, No lawyer is 
wanted. The jender has only to go to the office of the com- 
pany and take the debenture. He need not wait through the 
tedious interval now occupied by the lawyers in finding a 
security to invest his principal, and he will get his interest to 
the day by a coupon, instead of receiving it at somewhat irre- 
gular intervals almost always, and sometimes by legal process, 
from the mortgagor. But, in the nature of things, it will be 
long before the public look at the ordinary mortgage on 
specific lands and the mortgage debenture on deposited secu- 
rities as investments of the same stability. First, their law- 
yers will say that they are not so good, and most people believe 
their lawyers, and at any rate have a wholesome dread of in- 
vesting their money in absolute contradiction to their advice. 
Secondly. Most people will prefer lending their money on 
visible acres known to them, and upon a title investigated by 
a lawyer who lives close to them and whom they know well, 
to lending it upon unknown acres, changing from day to day, 
and a title investigated by a “‘company,’’ a varying compound 
of heterogeneous individuals whom the lender does not know, 
and whose competence and good faith he has at least to take on 
hearsay. When the company is good the notion is indeed 
erroneous. The company guarantees the title it investigates, 
and the lawyer does not. The company lose money by error, 
and the lawyer at most only loses repute, and very likely 
not that. When the position and good name of a company 
is really established, its endorsement will make a mortgage 
debenture a better security than a mortgage, but till it is 
established a very large part of the public will imagine, 
rightly or wrongly, the actual mortgage to be by far the 
better of the two. 

How, then, is the company to make its money? We own 
we should not like to undertake to make it. The managers 
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to borrowers and to lenders; they will be a. public be 
for-they will lessen the expense of distributing capital ; the 
will transmit it more neatly than nowefrom the-hands of oe 
lender who does not want to keep it to those of the borrower 
who much wishes to receive it. But will these managers make 
money? Can they gain a high dividend for their shareholdeiy 
and for themselves’ It is evident that they can only have 
the difference between the interest at which they lend and 
the interest at which they borrow, plus a brokerage kept down 
by competition. It is not likely that now, at least, borrowers 
will pay more to a company than they pay to individuals, or 
that lenders will ask less. On its mortgages the company will 
only get the common rate of mortgages, and on its debentures 
it cannot look to pay much less than that rate. Where, then 
are its profits to come from ? "|

Be 
tween these two the world has to judge, and, till lately, them 
was a strong opinion in very many minds that the i 
system was in many respects to be preferred. It was parti 
larly regarded as the most popular system ; it was thought 
give to the nation a degree of influence in the nati 
affairs, which no other constitution ever gave, and no 
but the American had been able to bear.

There is no reason upon earth why we should 
not avow to the world the full value we set upon the French 
alliance, the gratification we feel at every fresh increase to 
the cordiality of that alliance, or the earnest desire we 
entertain for such a continuance and augmentation of intimate 
intercourse between all classes as shall in time ripen what is 
now a friendly understanding between the two Governments 
into a settled union between the two nations. We have of 
late learned to respect the French Emperor, and he has long 
esteemed and valued us. We know that in many respects he 
is far in advance, as to political wisdom, both of his subjects 
in general, and of what it is the habit to call the Liberal Party 
among them. He may be as selfish in his aims as he is un- 
doubtedly sagacious in his mode of working towards them 
and carrying them out: of course he is, for all monarchs are 
selfish, either for themselves or their country, or for both ; nor 
can it be imputed to them as any great unrighteousness that 
they are so. But what does all this signify, unless we 





Palmerston nor Lord Russell are exactly the men to be as 
potter’s clay in Imperial hands. 

The plain truth is that a cordial alliance with France is an 
unmixed blessing, not only to her but to England and to the 
world, so long as we do not purchase or retain it by any base 
or unworthy compliances, or suffer it to lead us into any un- 
wise or pernicious enterprises, or to entangle us in any embar- 
rassing or fettering engagements,—and of none of these things 
do we apprehend that there is much risk. Of late, indeed, if 
we have erred at all, we have erred on the side of being too 
much on our guard, too unaccommodating, too recalcitrant. 
We made no secret at the time of our opinion that in the ori- 
ginal Mexican enterprise the Emperor was more consistent, 
logical, and judicious than ourselves. In the case of the proposed 
Congress we were probably wise in our decision, but we might 
have been more considerate and cordial in our mode of 
announcing that decision. In the case of Poland we were 
unquestionably right in what we did, but very wrong in 
what we said, In all these instances we gave proof enough 
that we were ready, if not actually to risk the French 
alliance, at least to incur a great diminution of its cordiality, 
rather than be dragged one inch out of our way or induced 
to move faster or further than we liked. These fears, 
therefore, may safely be dismissed from our minds, and these 
dismissed it is not easy to overestimate the value of the

well as a direct value. It acts on France herself by inclining 
her to consider the wishes and opinions of Great Britain; by 
accustoming her to look at our political and economical creed

France herself ; she knows that England will neither join her 
nor approve her in unjust or oppressive enterprises ; that any 
act of spoliation or aggression will risk the friendship of this 
country, and either lead to open enmity or sow rooted and 
perilous mistrust ; and except for greatly coveted objects, and 
under very great temptations, she would not be willing to 
encounter either danger. Lastly, the alliance between the 
two countries, when cordial and active, is the greatest security 
which the smaller States of Europe can have against the 
iniquities of more powerful neighbours; no great national 
crime or oppression can be perpetrated if England and France 
join in saying “No; the scandalous sin of last year—the 
partition of the Danish territory—would have been nipped in 
the bud, nay, would not even have been dreamed of, had not 
a coolness at that time existed between the two great nations 
of the West,—a coolness for which this country was far the least 
to blame. Unhappily, we had wounded the susceptibilities of 
the Emperor, though most unwillingly, by feeling ourselves 
obliged to thwart or disappoint him in the matter of Mexico, 
of Poland, of the European Congress, and of interference in 
the American conflict; and he resented the opposition in a 
manner and to a degree that so wise and powerful a Sovereign 
should not have done. 

There is yet another reason why we should set great store 
upon the French alliance at this particular conjuncture, and 
should be willing to show openly that we doso. Upon the 
cordiality of that alliance, upon the confidence felt by the 
Emperor of the French that he may rely upon our friendship 
so long as he pursues beneficent and noble aims and respects 
the rights of nations, depends in a considerable measure 
the future fate of both Italy and Mexico. The Emperor 
has done much for both countries—far more than we have 
done ; and both are now in very critical positions ; their rising 
and struggling destinies are surrounded with difficulties and 
beset by foes ; and any breach between the only two nations 
in the world that really wish them well—or, it would be more 
correct to say, the only two Governments (for it is notorious 
that itis Napoleon and not France that alone has at heart the 
welfare of either Italy or Mexico)—would be about the greatest 
calamity and peril that could arise to cloud their clearing 
horizon and to menace their still infant strength. 

We should cling to the French alliance, and show that we 
do so, for another reason still, It never was so safe, nor we 
believe so sincere, as under the present Emperor. He 
understands us better, he values us more, he likes and respects 
us more truly, than any Ruler France has had for the last 
hundred years. He comprehends the importance of our 
friendship more thoroughly, he has more objects and sentiments 
in common with us, than either the Legitimists, the Orleanists, 
or the Republicans. Louis Philippe, indeed, was always anx- 
ious to be on good terms with England, because he was 
above all things a lover of peace; but we all know how 
willingly his principal ministers would have quarrelled with 
us if he had suffered them; and we have had many indications 
of late years that it is chiefly, if not solely, to the personal 
feelings and convictions of Louis Napoleon himself, and to 
those commercial and material interests which he has done 
incomparably more than any other French monarch to create 
and foster, that we owe the amity which has now reigned so 
long between the two countries, and whieh we would fain 
hope may never again be interrupted. 
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THE AUSTRO-PRUSSIAN CONVENTION. 
THe great lesson which the Austro-Prussian convention 
concerning Schleswig-Holstein, concluded at Gastein on 
the 14th of August, should teach us, is the enormous 
folly of hoping by the force of popular enthusiasm to 
overrule and control the action of a great military 
executive. When all Germany was ablaze with the fire of 
a crusade against Denmark in the early part of 1864, the 
German idealists were too glad to get hold of any practical 
means of wresting the Duchies from the Danes to find much 
fault with Prussia and Austria for offering themselves as the 
hands by which that feat could be accomplished. In the 
absence of all other efficient instruments at least, the Prussian 
and Austrian armies were not so much amiss, and were ac- 
cepted with every sign of popular applause, It is true that 
both Prussia and Austria, at different times, had intimated 
unequivocally that what they found fault with in Denmark 
was not so much her hostility to German interests in Schleswig,

moment would be sure to break in their hands. Even those 
who have most resolutely ignored this up to the present time, 
admit it now. After a year of common administration, 
Prussia and Austria have at length agreed to divide the spoil. 
and we begin to see how far the popular idea which 
demanded three things for Schleswig-Holstein,—unity 
freedom, and the dynasty of the Duke of Augusienburg,— 
is to be gratified. Under Denmark, Schleswig and Holstein 
were at least under one sceptre ; if not as free as they wished 
to be, they were at least freer than almost any other German 
State ; though they had not their favourite Sovereign—the 
Duke of Augustenburg—to rule over them, they had another 
German Prince quite as German in his ideas and quite ag 
anxious to secure for the German part of his dominions the 
justice which it was said the Danes denied. 

But how are they now to be disposed of ? They are not 
even to be under the same sceptre, still less under the same 
Parliament. Schleswig is to be under the North German 
power,—Holstein, for the present, under the South German 
power. They are to be definitively separated by a maritime 
canal under the protection of Prussia. Even Holstein is to 
be rent in two, for its great harbour Kiel is to be garrisoned 
by Prussia and not by Austria. The border fortress of Rends- 
burg is to be garrisoned by Prussian and Austrian troops in 
alternate years. Lauenburg, at the southern extremity 
of Holstein, is to be wholly Prussian, Finally, . the 
duty of defending both Duchies from attack is to be 
Prussia’s, and for that purpose, whenever occasion arises, 
their resources are to be put at the disposal of that 
power. In other words the Duchies are not to have their 
‘immemorial unity’ for any purpose of peace or freedom|} 
at all; they are to have no common administration, no com- 
mon parliament, ‘no common dynasty; but they are to 
have the privilege of being mulcted by one and the same}} 
power in case of attack, in order that there may be no 
divided plans. The constitutional arguments of the Ger- 
man professors, the popular aspirations of the German peo 
ple, are alike to be set at naught. Schleswig will be 
utterly estranged from Holstein ; neither Schleswig nor Hol- 
stein will have even a pretence of freedom; the dangerous 
‘ democratic ’’ principles encouraged at Copenhagen will be 
carefully eradicated ; Schleswig will be thoroughly Prussian- 
ised, or rather we should say Bismarkised, and every principle 
for which the war was so enthusiastically preached in Germany 
will be trampled under foot. But the end of the wily Pru» 
sian minister will be gained. He will have made use of 
great popular enthusiasm to increase his own power and ruin|} 
the hopes of the people ;—using it to terrify Europe against 
interference by showing her that the military organisations of 
Prussia and Austria was certain to be backed by hundreds of 
thousands of volunteers, he also rightly estimated the people's 
helplessness directly they should be opposed to the Executive 
instead of supporting it. The moment for interference past, 
he turns round and laughs at the power on which he relied ;— 
in answer to the cry for German unity, holds out the prospect 
of a single military despotism in the North of Germany, and 
in answer to the constitntional arguments reminds 
German logicians that constitutional arguments are only good 
to drown the opposition of constitutional States, and are 
thrown away upon a Bismark administration. 

The lesson is a remarkable one, if the Germans have ears 
to hear it. It shows that Germany must take to pieces and 
remake her political instruments before she again presumes 0 
attempt a great national end. The Liberals of Prussia have 
been strenuous, but not nearly strenuous enough, to beat Count 
Bismark, and liberalise the administration of the army, before 
they attempted to use it for any great national purpose. Un 
you have informed a powerful military organisation with populat 
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feeling, it will always be much more dangerous to the people 
qho use it than to their enemies. Oount Bismark has 
strengthened his position against the German people by pre- 
tending to prosecute the German idea, He has extended the 
territory, strengthened the army, enhanced the military 
ige of Prussia, and clipped the wings of the only demo- 

cratic neighbour whose freedom shamed his administration. 
And it is certain that organised powers essentially reactionary 
at heart will always continue to prove far too strong for’ any 

ular movement they pretend to head, for while popular 
enthusiasms are fluent and variable, operating only spasmodi- 
cally, and even then needing some fixed channel in which to 
run, the organisations of reactionary States are always ready, 
have all the resources of unlimited patience at their com- 
mand, can wait, as Prussia has waited, till the ebb of popular 
feeling begins, and then can do anything, however cynical, in 
firm reliance on the helplessness of a mere disorganised senti- 
ment. Indeedt, at such moments as the present in Germany, 
the power which sets popular feeling most completely at 
defiance has greatly the advantage over the one which is 
attempting to compromise with the popular cause. Prussia 
is now so much stronger than Austria, not only because she is 
strong in finance, and almost unembarrassed by the jealousies 
of rival races, but’ still more because Prussia for the time sets 
the people at defiance, and Austria is feebly attempting to win 
their support. If Austria could afford to adopt heartily the 
cause of freedom in Schleswig-Holstein, she might no doubt be 
even stronger than Prussia. But what would it involve? It 
would involve adopting the same course in Venetia, in Hun- 
gary, in all the various elements of the Austrian Empire, and 
this would mean, as her present rulers think, disintegration. 
Consequently she can only go in for freedom and self-govern- 
ment so far as may not commit her own policy in interior 
affairs, which is a very little way indeed. Hence 
Austria has neither. the strength of an undivided purpose 
nor of a popular support. She aims at the latter just enough 
to enfeeble the former, and to throw the ascendancy into the 
hands of her rival. The Prussian policy is strong: the Aus- 
trian hesitating and ambiguous, neither catching the wind of 
popular favour, nor showing the unity and tenacity of a well- 
defined diplomatic plot. No wonder that the former prevails, 
and that we see Austria unable to take up either the réd/e of 
despotism or the réle of freedom, drawing out of the dispute 
as well as she can, and admitting that it is almost better 
worth her while to abandon her share of the prey, than either to 
devour it herself, or to protect it against her great German rival# 

If any one had predicted when the war-fever first broke out 
in Germany that this would be the end; that, after much 
fighting and much eloquence, every point claimed by the 
German enthusiasts would be utterly lost,—union, freedom, 
dynasty,—and so lost that both the Duchies may well be 
vainly sighing after the very condition of things which was for- 
merly the subject of their vehement reprobation, how angrily 
should we have had it asserted that the result was impossible ! 
The popular party, eager to conquer the Duchies, forgot that 
the only powers they could use were powers that could easily 
conquer them indeed, but wonld not keep them for the benefit 
of the popular party. And so it has earned for itself the mor- 
tification of having given the impulse to a movement which 
has redounded to the credit of despotism, and rendered its 
own prospects worse than ever. Denmark has been robbed 
at the suggestion of the German people. But the plunder 
has gone to the credit of absolutism, and the German people 
are in a worse condition than before. 





THE RECENT RAILWAY DIVIDENDS. 
Aurnoven the business of our Railway Companies, as indi- 
cated by the traffic returns, seems for some time past to have 
been large and rapidly increasing, the dividends recently de- 
clared exhibit no corresponding improvement. The accounts 
of the ten great Railway Companies referred to hereafter, 
show that in each case, the Bristol and Exeter alone excepted, 
the gross income derived from the traffic of the first half of 
the present year very largely exceeded that of the correspond- 
ing six months of 1864, while the dividends, in every instance 
but one, are either the same or lower than twelve months 
back, The London and North-Western, with an addition of 
two hundred and twenty thousand pounds to the income of 
the half-year, pays a 6 per cent. dividend instead of 52; but 
| the dividends of the Brighton, the South-Western, the Bristol 
and Exeter, the Great Northern, and the North-Eastern 
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(Berwick) are all the same as twelve months back; and the 
Midland, Lancashire and Yorkshire, Great Eastern, and Man- 
chester, Sheffield, and Lincolnshire dividends are all lower. 


The figures hereafter supplied will explain with tolerable 
accuracy the causes of this check to the even course of com- 
parative prosperity which for some years past has belonged to |[ 
railway finance ; and it will be seen from them that the large 
addition to the income has been swallowed up as a rule by 
increased expenses, and additional priority payments to mort- 
gagees and other preferred proprietors. Moreover, the divi- 
dends even now paid are, in some instances, somewhat over- 
strained, or earned with less ease than before, thus tending to 
the apprehension that existing rates may possibly be lower, or 
be still further reduced. The engagements, too, of many of 
these Companies for the construction of new works under re- 
cent Acts of Parliament involves in prospect an expenditure 
of capital on a more extensive scale than of late years, and 
here also may be another element of temporary depreciation. 
We will, however, deal only with facts as they exist, and not 


anticipate evil which may never come to pass.

During the year these ten great Railway Companies have 
thus increased their capital upwards of ten millions 
and a half, according to the accounts rendered; but, in 
fact, the increase in the capital employed to earn the past 
half-year’s revenue has been considerably more than ten mil- 
lions and a half. By way of explanation, we will cite one 
case in point. The Manchester, Sheffield, and Lincolnshire 
Company seems, according to the accounts officially rendered, 
to have increased its capital during the year from something 
under 104 millions to nearly 11 millions, while the gross 
revenue has risen from 379,518/ to 474,888/; but the capital 
employed in earning this large addition to the gross income is 
not represented by the official figures. In the interval, the 
Manchester, Sheffield, and Lincolnshire, under powers of an 
Act of Parliament passed in the session of 1864, has leased 
for 999 years the South Yorkshire Railway, with a capital of 
about a million and a half. The revenue of the South York- 
shire is the chief cause of apparent increase in the gross 
income of the Manchester, Sheffield, and Lincolnshire during the 
last half-year ; but the million and a half of capital which the 
South Yorkshire cost is not included in the Manchester, Shef- 
field and Lincolnshire accounts. This is, perhaps, an extreme 
case, but it is not singular, and suffices for proof that there is 
nothing absolutely conclusive as to progress in a contrast at 
different periods of the capital and revenue of railways as 
officially stated. 

Taking, therefore, these figures for as much as they are 
worth, the capital employed by the ten Railway Companies 
has risen during the past financial year from 189,411,814/ to 
200,066,831/, or 10,655,0177, which is equal to rather over 
5 per cent., or one-twentieth part. 

In the same interval of time the half-year’s gross revenue, 
ended June 30, 1865, exceeds that of the corresponding six 
months of 1864 by the sum of 619,664/, or neatly 64 per cent, 

With the view of arriving at a more conclusive result, it 
will be necessary to go a little deeper into the accounts of these 
Companies, and we accordingly select the following figures :—

TWO SIDES OF THE SHIELD. 

A LANDLORD ON RURAL COTTAGES. 
WuEw a subject of importance, with which people believe them- || 
selves to be thoroughly acquainted, is presented to them in a new | 
aspect, from a point of view to which they are strangers or have 
hitherto ignored, they are very apt to feel surprised, and, perchance, 
angry. They ask have we not known all about this matter during | 
our whole lives? Are we not greatly interested in it? We have! 
never taken any such view ; indeed, we have taken a contrary view 
of the subject. Surely, any one who can assert such views must | 
have “a very imperfect knowledge of his subject,” and is making || 
an ‘accusation as foolish as it is untrue.” Now, the English 
landowner is, perbaps, as much as any one in the position of the 
people we have referred to. He is deeply, very deeply, interested 
in landed property. He believes that he knows more about its | 
management than any one else, and he resents with ready and 
passionate vituperation all who dare to impugn his actual system 
of mansgement, or to suggest the existence of evils as incidental 
to that system. We are not surprised at this. We feel no offence 
when én irritable landowner, such as ovr correspondent ‘‘ M.P.,” 
whose letter appeared in the number of the 5th of August, objects 
to our comments on ‘* Landlords and Labourers,” which appeared 
in these columns on the 22nd of July. It is the old story of the || 
two knights looking each at his own side of the shield. ‘ M.P.” 
regards the topics of which we then treated—the way in which 
labourers’ cottages are dealt with by English landowners—exclu- 
sively from an English landowner’s point of view; we having 
regard to the matter in hand—the Union Chargeability Act— 
endeavoured to present that view of the subject, which other Eng- 
lishmen, not being landowners, are very genérally compelled by 
the facts of the case to take. The > 4 to which our corre- 
spondent objected consisted, in great part, of passages from ad- 


| dresses made (chicfly by landowners) at various agricultural meet- 


ings to illustrate the injurious effects produced by the law of 
parochial settlement in restricting the freedom and interfering || 
with the comfort and decency of the agricultural working popula- 

tion. And these passages were selected in aid and corroboration | 
of the more recent evidence of like purport, which had bee | 
adduced by Mr Villiers in the House of Commons when support-

+. his Union Chargeability Act, confessedly one of the most 
“faable measures of the past session. 
Now, the questions involved in this discussion are far too im- 
ant to be set aside by any such platitudes as those propounded 
y our correspondent. It is mere twaddle to say that “ the possi- 
bility of the labourer falling into pauperism, and so becoming 
chargeable, is precisely that which it is the object of every land- 
owner, as of every other employer, so far as he can, to prevent ; 
and as a matter of fact, large numbers of aged and even infirm 
are found working upon nearly every estate in the 
country, whose places might be profitably supplied by the able- 
bodied,” for sach statements are wholly beside the question. In- 
deed those statements evince considerable inaccuracy as regards 
the facts of the case, for the landowner is not an “employer” of 
Jabourers in a commercial or economical sense. It is the tenant- 
farmer who is the “employer” of the agricultural labourer, and 
it is the tenant who suffers in his commercial interests when, by 
the system of management on the estate, of which his farm forms 
part, labourers are driven out of the parish for a dwelling place, 
or crowded into insafficient hovels within it. The landowner, it 
is true, may employ labourers on his demesner, his pleasure 
unds, and his game preserves, but they are merely unprodac- 
tive labourers, for whom, too, he will continue to find sufficient 
cottage accommodation. 


But what we allege, what the supporters of the Union Charge- 
ability Act asserted and supported by evidence, and what the 
public at large with all the data before them believe to be the facts, 
are, that landowners generally are anxious to prevent the exist- 
ence of any cottages on their estates, or even in their parishes, 
which are not completely under their own control; that, as the 
rule, they seek to lessen the number of cottages on their proper- 
ties, and thereby necessarily to drive away the working people re- 

mired by their tenants for the cultivation of their farms to a 
detance ; and that the motives frequently avowed, and still more 
frequently gathered from the observation of acts, for such a course 
of conduct are, the desire to prevent burthens on the poor rates, 
and the fear of having too large a population in and about a game- 
preserved estate. itis hoped, by those who proposed and who 
approve of the Union Chergeability Act, that the operation of the 
new law will be to diminish the first of those motives. For re- 
moval of the second, wé can only trust to the attainment by land- 
owners of a truer sense of their own interests and a higher view 
of the mora! obligations imposed upon them by their position in 
this country. It is to press upon them sounder views of their in- 
terests and their duties, that we often tell them truths they are 
not perhaps much accustomed to hear, not from any want of sym- 
pathy with them or their pursuits. We shall ever denounce the 
effeminate battue, and all the evils it brings ou the farmers and 
farm-labourers; but we regard with interest and approval all 
such true and manly field sports as are consistent with the econo- 


mical interests and self-respect of landlords, tenants, and 
ers. 














One word on the cost of cottage building. Our correspondent, 
“M.P.,” says “cottage building is not in fact remunerative, but 
when labourers are able or willing to pay for their cottages, good 
cottages will be built.” That may be trae enough as a general

The Bank return is more satisfactory this week ina commercial 
point of view—that in which it is chiefly regarded here. The 
discounts compared with those of last week show an increase'of 
45,926,000f, the deposits one of 2,744,000f, the circulation of 
notes of 36,673,000f; whilst the coin and bullion have declined 
1,471,0008. 

A strange event occurred on the Bourse on Monday, and it has 
created considerable sensation. Ten or twelve brokers received 
telegraphic dispatches purporting to come from stock brokers at 
Lyons, directing them to seli that day quantities, more or less 
considerable, of Credit Mobilier shares and of rente. ‘The recep- 
tion of so many orders all alike, and at the same time, created 
suspicion, and inquiries having been instituted it was ascertained 
that the dispatches were forgeries. The number of Mobilier 
shares ordered to be sold was about 5,000, and the amount of 
rente about 500,000f (revenue, not capital). The object of the 
sender of the telegrams was evidently to create a heavy fall not 
only in Mobilier and rente, but in other securities. The affair 
seems to show that some special precautions must be taken with 
respect to the transmission of orders by telegraph in Bourse 
operations.

of S/. There would, of course, be no practical difficulty in estab- 
lishing a system of Post-office orders between England and France, 
and one would certainly add to the postal revenue of both 
countries. 

A convention between France and Wurtemburg for the protec- 
tion of literary and artistic property, concluded the 24th April, has 
been promulgated to-day. 

The Treaty of Commerce and Navigation betwcen France and 
Holland has been promulgated, and, as is known, is to come into 
force on the Ist September. It establishes for Dutch merchandise 
imported into France the tariffs and facilities contained in the 
treaties with Great Britain, Belgium, the Zollverein, Switzerland, 
Italy, and Sweden and Norway; and it subjects French goods 
taken into Holland to the general tariff now in force in that 
country. As regards chemical productions, salt, alcohols, and 
some other articles, however, excise and octroi duties are to be 
added in each country to the import duties; but on French wines 
in Holland the charges of all kinds are to be fixed at 28 florins the 
hectolitre for the first year, beginning the lst January next, 26 
florins for the second, 24 the third, 20 afterwards. (Twelve florins 
make 1/ sterling, and the French hectolitre is rather more than 22 
gallons). The engagement is taken by both countries not to pro- 
hibit or tax the export of coal, to protect the trade marks of their 
respective subjects, to allow commercial travellers aad the admis- 
sion of patterns and samples of goods equivalent advantages, to 
give the usual aid and-assistance to consuls, and to extend to 
shipping in the direct trade the treatment of the most favoured 
nation. But the chief importance of the convention was in the 
fact thet Holland, for the first time, has consented to relax 
the rigorous commercial system established in ber East Indian 
possessions. She undertakes that numerous French produc- 
tions, among them silk and woollen tissues, ready-made clothes 
and artieles of dress, all sorts of paper, hardware, soap, wines, 
alcohols, pottery, porcelain, and chemical productions, shail from 
the Ist Jan next be admitted into those possessions under the 
tariff dated 8rd July last, which reduces differential duties on 
foreign imports ; and that French ships arriving there or leaving, 
whether with or without cargoes, shall not pay any duties on their 
hulls, or be subject to any other formalities than Dutch ships. In 
return, France consents that Dutch vessels coming from the 
Dutch East Indies, whether with or without cargoes, shall be 
treated in France like French ; that in French colonies they shall 
enjoy the same advantages as those of the most favoured nation ; 
and in Algeria, when they go direct from Holland, a reduction of 
50 per cent. in the tonnage dues shall be accorded to them. The 
treaty is to be in force for twelve years. The expectation is 
tbat it will considerably increase the trade between France and 
Holland, and that it will open to France in the Dutch East Indies 
vast markets in which she bas hitherto done little. There is cer- 
tainly great room for improvement in the commerce of the two 
countries,—the value of the importations from Holland into 
France for consumption having been in 1863 (the latest date for 
which there are returns) only 31,365,897f; and the exports to 
Holland from Franee of French productions only 31,375,763f ; 
whilst, as regards the Dutch East Indies, the imports into France 
for consumption were not more than 9,510,587f; and the exports 
of French productions, 933,947f. 

A return relative to the railways of France for the first six 
months of the present year, compared with the corresponding 
period cf last, has been issued by the Ministry of Public Works. 
It shows that the total length worked on the 30th June last was 
13,257 kilometres (8,454 miles), and that it was 907 more than on 
the same date of 1864. The 13,257 kilometres were divided into 
7,782 of the old network—that is the original main lines and their

network—that is the prelongations and embranchments on whieh 
the Government guarantees interest. The total receipts for the

In the corresponding week of 1855, the siege works around 
Sebastopol were progressing satisfactorily. Great activity 
prevailed in the manufacturing districts of France. The 
banks at Bombay had reduced their rates of interest. 

In 1862, Garibaldi and his forces had landed at Calabria, 
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where they had been defeated by the Royal troops, Garibaldi 
himself being wounded and taken prisoner. Severe fighti 
had taken place in America between Generals Pope and Jack. 
son, the advantage remaining with the Confederates. Money 
was plentiful in the London market. 

In 1863, the matter most attracting attention was the n 
tiation going on between the Emperor Louis Napoleon and the 
Archduke Maximilian respecting Mexico, the territories of the 
Republic having been partly taken possession of by the French 
armies. 

In 1864, the Duke of Augustenburg had depatched a 
memorial to Frankfort, establishing his claim to the Schleswig- 
Holstein throne, as demanded by the Federal Diet. At Athens 
an insulting letter, addressed to the King by a member of the 
Opposition, had given rise to an exciting sitting of the assem- 
bly. Disturbances continued in some parts of Algeria. In 
America, Colonel Anderson bad surrendered Fort Gaines to the 
Federals. The whole Confederate fleat had been sunk, cap- 
tured, or destroyed. Admiral Farragut had commenced shel- 
ling Fort Morgan. General Grant’s 5th corps had been sur- 
prised and defeated by the Confederates, with a loss of 3,000 
men. The London discount market was easier, and the supply 
of money abundant.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY NIGHT. 

The.supply of English wheat on sale at Mark lane to-day was 
moderate. The trade for all qualites, both oid and new, was 
very quiet. Old samples changed bands at the rates of Monday, 
but new sold at irregular prices, and as low as 363 per quarter. 
The foreign wheat trade was very inactive, and bad sales been 
pressed, holders would have been compelled to accept less money. 
Barley moved off slowly, but at full prices. Oats were in good 
supply, and most qualities were in steady request, on rather 
higher terms. Beans and peas were firm, and unaltered in value 
from Monday. The flour trade was steady at full quotations. 
This week’s imports amount to 10,890 quarters of wheat; 3,620 
barley; 23,950 oats; 80sacks and 6,100 barrels of flour. 

Both at Liverpool and Wakefield, this morning, the wheat 
trade was dull, and prices were rather drooping. Spring corn, 
however, ruled firm. 

A large business has been transacted in the Liverpool cotton 
market during the present week, and the total sales amount to 
109,000 bales (or about 29,000 bales more than the daily reports 
led to expect), of which the trade have taken 67,500 bales, specu- 
lators 15,000 bales, and exporters 26,500 bales. Quotations are 
about $d higher than on Friday last. To-day the market closes 
very firm. Sales, 10,000 bales at advancing rates. The imports 
of the week amount to 61,640 bales, and ay’s stock is estimated 
at 411,770 bales. : 

From New Orleans we have intelligence to Aug. 17. The re- 
ceipts of cotton during the week preceding that date amounted to 
23,000 bales, whilst the sales reached 72,000 bales. The stock of 
produce, however, was estimated at 88,000 bales. The quotation 
for middling quality was 41c to 42c per lb. 

Thevarrivals of cotton at Savannah, from Aug. 1 to Aug. 12, 
were 5,714 bales. Upland, 86 bales Sea Island, and 717-bales other 
kinds, whilst the tetal exports had amounted to 3,672 bales. Or- 
dinary was quoted at 28c to R0e ; middling, 34c¢ to 37¢; and good 
middling, 40c to 4lc per Ib. 

There is no news of importance at hand from Mobile this week. 
The limited supplies of cotton ived were mostly for warded to 
New Orleans for shipment to New York or elsewhere. 

Via the Persian Gulf, we have intelligence from Bombay to 
Aug. 26. The cotton trade was dull at 9 5-16d per lb for mid- 
dling fair Oomrawuttee ; and 10d for Dhollera, with freight. The 
week’s shipments had been only 4,000 bales. 

The cotton trade at Caleutta, during the week ending July 22, 
was very quiet. Holders, however, were firm, and previous quo- 
tations were supported. The export from July 1 to July 20 was 
9,184 bales to Great Britain, aad 1,149 bales to China. 

Advices from Madras are to July 26. The arrivals of new 
cotton had been large, and the stock of all kinds was estimated at 
15,000 bales. The trade was dull, and prices were somewhat

HuppErsFriELp.—Selections from stocks on hand of better class 
fancy trouserings and coatings have been mude somewhat more 
freely than of late, and piece-dyed black doeskins and other 
descriptions of plain goods at medium prices have also been selling 
in considerable quantities. The shipping demand for low goods 
has been quiet, and stocks on hand of these goods are still con- 
siderable.

LONDON MARKETS. 
STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK.

Coastwise and by land carriage, the arrivals of English wheat 


up to our market this week have been very moderate. Those of 


the new crop, however, have appeared in improved condition. On 
the whole, the demand for selected qualities has ruled steady at, 
in some instances, an advance in the quotations of 1s per quarter. 
Inferior kinds have moved off slowly at late rates. All foreign 
wheats have been held firmly, but the business doing in them has 
been much restricted. The supply of new English barley has 
been mostly cleared off at from 32s to 36s per quarter. Foreign 
parcels have ruled firm in price. The malt trade has continued 
steady at full quotations. The import of oats from abroad having 
been large, the oat trade has been less active, and prices have 
given way 6d per quarter. The few samples of beans and peas on 
offer have been disposed of at extreme rates. New white boiling 
have sold at 40s to 42s, and grey 37s to 38s per quarter. We 
ave no change to notice in the value of any kind of flour. The 
trade has become very inactive. 

In the local markets, the transactions in all kinds of produce 
have been very moderate. Prices, however, have ruled firm. 

The return of fine weather has enabled our farmers to secure 
an immense quantity of wheat in fair condition. In the forward 
counties, very little grain is now exposed in the fields. Wheat 
aod barley are certainly average crops. 

The continental markets have been steady for wheat, at very 
full prices. In spring corn, a good business has been doing at 
steady currencies. The exports of produce from America have 
not increased. 

The following report has reached us in reference to the crops in 
America :-—“ The crop of the north-west is uninjured, and with a 
week or ten days more of good harvest weather, this country will 
turn out the largeet crop of choice wheat that it has ever produced, 
Not so heavy, perhaps, to the acre, take it all through, as in 1860, 
but vastly more breadth of soil has been sown. in Minnesota, 
the yield per acre will quite equal 1860. Nothing was ever seen 
like it in that section. ‘The crop of Wisconsin and Iowa is more 

} than half harvested. In Minnesota, the farmers will be through 
harvest by the 20th, with good weather. The weather is now 
splendid, and harvesting going on finely, so that with a week or 
ten days more of good weather we shall have a great crop of choice 
— of spring wheat, and = to this time the crop is not 

aged by rain or water. e rye crop is large and of fine 
vs Barley fair, some stained. Oats, great crop. Corn 
| doing tinely, could not be better.” 

In Scotland, harvest work is progressing steadily. The various 
| markets have been rather scantily supplied with grain, in which 
| very little business has been transacted. Prices, however, have 
continued firm. 

The Irish markets have been steady for mcst articles, at about 
previous rates. A fair quantity of wheat and other grain has 
been carried. 

Very few complaints have reached us respecting the potato 
disease. As a whole, the crop of potatoes is the largest and best 
ever grown. 

A moderate supply of English wheat was on sale at Mark lane 
to-day. The trade ruled quiet, but good and fine old wheats 
changed hands at full prices. New wheats were difficult of sale, 
and sold as low as 36s per quarter. The foreign wheat trade was 
very quiet, with a slight downward tendency as regards the 
value of secondary descriptions of produce. Barley supported 
previous rates, but with only a moderate demand. Oats, which 
were in good supply, moved off freely, on rather higher terms. 
Beans were firm in price. For flour there was a fair sale, at late 
rates. 

In reference to the trade in floating cargoes, Mr George
